Chicken Custard. 


Cut off every scrap of meat from 


the bones and put them through the 
meat grinder. Mix the meat with an 
equal measure of cooked rice, season 
with salt, pepper and press in a round 
form in the center of a baking dish. 
Make a custard, using two eggs, two 
tablespoonfuls of flour stirred into a 
little milk and a pint of milk. 
If 


any cooked green peas are at hand 
add them. Pour around the loaf and 
bake until the custard is set. Serve 
hot. 


Chicken Scrapple. 


Into a quart of chicken stock, boil- 


Ing hot, stir a pint of cornmeal. Sea- 
son to taste and cook slowly for a 
half hour, then add any bits of cooked 
chicken and pour into a mold. When 
cold cut in neat slices and fry. 


Pish Croquettes. 


Take two cupfuls of cold boiled 


fish, two cupfuls of mashed potatoes, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one-half 
cupful of hot milk, salt, pepper and 
parsley and a tenspoonful of minced 
onion. Form into balls, dip In beaten 
egg, roll In crumbs and fry in hot fat. 
Drain on brown paper.

OIGNIFYING 
literally 
"con- 
^ fectlonery," 
this 
Italian 


word was originally applied to 
the small hard bon-bons former- 
ly thrown during the carnival 
days in Rome, Naples and other 
cities in the southern section of 
Europe. 
These 
candies 
are 


known as coriandoll, and the 
term "confetti" is applied to the 
cheaper and more popular sub- 
stitutes—hard pellets about the 
size of a hailstone which are 
carried in bags by the masked 
revellers and thrown from tin 
ladles. 


The custom of throwing con- 


fetti was introduced into France 
several centuries ago, and was 
especially popular at the fetes 
.of Mi-Careme (iJid-Lent) and 
Mardi-Gras (Shrove Tuesday). 
But the French, possibly be- 
cause they took their pleasure 
less seriously than the Italians, 
substituted bits of gaily colored 
paper for the hard pebbles or 
candies, ind when the custom 
was Introduced tato the United 
States by the French settlers of 
Louisiana and other sections, 
confetti was understood to mean 
only the scraps of paper. 


The amount of confetti used 


In Paris is apparent from an, 
account of one of the Mardl- 
Gras celebrations, when It was 
estimated by one of the local 
newspapers 
that 
1,500,000 


pounds were sold during the 
three days preceding Ash Wed- 
nesday.

of the family. We know now that un- 
less we pay special attention to that 
portion of our costume we are lost as 
far as style Is concerned. 
And we 


have realized the fact that beautiful 
sleeves ran make a gown as no other 
detail can. 


A trifle of experimentation will show 


that the design of one's sleeves can lie 
carried Into the line of the gown in 
such a way that the sleeves hecome 
arid remain the actual renter of at- 
traction and style. 
And now that we 


have the sanction of Paris for going 
ahead with our sleeve achievements, 
we should manage to do some ex- 
traordinarily lovely things during the 
coming season. We have spent a sea- 
son In experimentation, as it were, and 
now, after our months of education, 
we arc launched upon n career of ac- 
tual artistic accomplishment. 


The style declaration that there Is 


no trimming can he accepted and be- 
lieved until we consider the sleeves of 
the day. For all the decoration that 
once was spread over a far broader 
surface lias now been concentrated 
within the area of the sleeve. We find 
there not a mere suggestion of trim- 
ming, but an actual mass of it. The 
fact Is that often the sleeve is nothing 
but trimming, and so greedy is It of 
the place It has come to hold that it 
succeeds in preventing decoration in 
any other place. We find embroidered 
sleeves, 
brocaded 
sleeves, 
lattice- 


worked sleeves, puffed sleeves, plain 
sleeves. In fact, there is no end to the 
surprises that are sprung upon us ut 
every turn of fashion's way. 


Now there are 
certain questions 


about sleeves which might as \\ell be 
settled at once. First, sleeves will be 
long. They will still be full, though 
not quite so extraordinarily so as they 
have been. Some of them will be fit- 
ted, even from the elbow to the wrist. 
In evening dresses there will still he 
only suggestions of slee\es or Indica- 
tions that sleeves might he there In 
(hat particular space If the thing had 
so happened. 
For coats and capes 


there will be those voluminous crosses 
between sleeves and capes which make 
the wraps look as spacious and com- 
fortable as can be. All of these things 
will be so, and then there will be so 
many exceptions that the rules will 
seem utterly superfluous. 


Some of the Newer Sleeves. 


A study of some 
of the 
newer 


sleeves Is a good approach to the fall 
costumes, for, as has been said, they 
will set the pace. And, if one's foun- 
dation fashion knowledge has much to 
do with sleeves, then the path to gen- 
eral smartness of attire will be a sim- 
ple one indeed. 


Among three interesting types of 


sleeves one is made of strips of beau- 
tifully brocaded ribbon. The design Is 
Egyptian, and the colors are all those 
gorgeous dull ones that designate that 
period. The color of the gown Is a dull 
blue and the material is one of those 
soft and pliable silk crepes so fash- 
ionable Just now. 
Then the ribbon 


with Its dark yellow, green, red and 
golden tones is applied In long bands 
on the sleeves ending at the elbow, 
and the sleeve Is faced with a dull red 
silk to match that coloring In the 
voven ribbon. 


There are any number of ways of 


using ribbons in these newer and more 
elaborate sleeves. They fairly blossom 
forth In this particular, for all the in- 
tensely colored ribbons and all those 
with metal threads and brilliant de- 
f>igns can, In some way, he worked In- 
to the design of a gown so that this 
sort of trimming will look like some 
Intricately executed placement of em- 
broidery. 


One designer 1ms used many rows of 


that narrow-patterned grosgrain ribbon 
to form a band oa the end of a full 


and transparent sleeve. Another one 
has made a cap over the top of the 
arm. or. rather, the shoulder, and has 
used for this a two-Inch woven rlbbou 
placed In a series of strips. Still an- 
other sleeve of ribbon—this for a more 
dressy sort of frock—has strips of 
plcot-edged ribbon In a narrow width, 
extending from the elbow away Intq 
the world in careless lengths. Ingenu- 
ity goes a long way In the using of 
ribbon for the beautifying of sleeves. 
And It Is possible for anyone to design 
a dress that will make use of some 
valued bit of ribbon to the glorification 
of the whole gown. These old-fash- 
ioned ideas are coming into general 
usage again, especially with relation 
to sleeves, for with the evident neces- 
sity for making the sleeve a pic- 
turesque quantity, all sorts of modes 
and manners must be employed In or- 
der to lift the modern sleeve out of 
the class of the usual. 


Ruffles of Soft Chiffon. 


Another sleeve is made of a series 


of ruffles of soft chiffon. It Is a youth- 
ful sleeve and one that, doubtless, will 
find great favor among the younger 
girls still wanting to look their fluf- 
fiest selves. At nny rate, it Is a sleeve 
that nny mother will love to design for 
her daughter's party frock. It carries 
with it so much of charm and grace. 
And It is evident that, with a sleeve of 
this fluffy character, not a great deal 
In the way of other trimming Is need- 
ed. There might be a few ruffles to 
match on the skirt, but a more attrac- 
tive idea would be to keep the frock 
very straight and plain and full, with 
the low hanging bertha, and the gir- 
dle of brightly colored ribbon roses. 
Then let the ruffles on the sleeves in 
their 
graduated 
widths count 
for 


everything all by themselves. 
They 


will be much more effective that way 
and will have a chance, without inter- 
ruption of design, to display the really 
lovely lines which they establish for 
the whole costume. 


An interesting sleeve finish Is sug- 


gested for a dinner dress. The dress 
Itself is one of those draped affairs 
with the lines of the fabric made 
gracefully to follow those of the figure 
itself. Then a shaped piece of silver 
and gold brocade is arranged for a 
low-cut collar and over the arm Is 
hung a strip of the same trimming to 
make the arrnhole decoration. By this 
little trick, that sometimes ugly line 
of the sleeveless gown Is done away 
with altogether and the arm Is still 
left to shine In uninterrupted splendor. 
There are anj number of adaptations 
of this idea to be seen on the newer 
gowns, and while the combination of 
black satin with sparkling silver trim- 
ming is one that has found much fa- 
vor, there are other color combina- 
tions which can be worked out most 
successfully In this way. 


Among the Handsomer Gowns. 


White organdie and cream batiste, 


combined with lace, have suddenly be- 
come very popular among the hand- 
siiin.-r gowns for late summer wear. 
This may he an Indication, too, that 
a style of this sort will carry over Into 
winter.

Turning, I noticed 500 Or 600 
caribou all around the airship and 
camera, and rushed expecting to find 
the camera ruined, but no damage was 
done. I got ready to take off but the 
ship went upon her nose in the soft 
going and broke the propeller.

I. The Birth of Je»us (vv. 1-7). 
1. Time of (vv. 1-3). It was at a 


time when the Jews were coming un- 
der the Roman power. It was a most 
propitious time for the introduction of 
the gospel. The whole world was un- 
der one rule, making it possible for 
ministers to go from place to place 
easily and without molestation. 


2. Place of (vv. 4-6). Bethlehem, as the 


prophet had foretold 700 years before 
(Micah 5:2). 
God moved the emperor 


to enforce the decree of taxation in 
time to cause Mary to be at Bethlehem. 


3. Circumstances of (v. 7). His sur- 


roundings were of the most humble 
sort. 
The Almighty Creator conde- 


scended to take upon himself human- 
ity—to be born in a manger, becoming 
the poorest of the poor that none might 
be hindered from coming to Him. 


II. The Birth of Jesus Announced 


(vv. 8-20). 


1. To Whom (vv. 8, 9). The shep- 


herds who were watching over their 
flocks by night. 
The glorious gospel 


message was first given to laboring 
men. 


2. By Whom (v. 9). The first gospel 


sermon was preached by the angel of 
the Lord. 
The angels have part in 


making known the gospel to lost men. 
These glorious beings no doubt deeply 
sympathize with fallen, sin-cursed men. 


3. The Nature of the Message (vv. 


10-14). It was good tidings of great 
Joy. 
It was good tidings because the 


way of salvation was about to be 
opened for all—Jew and Gentile. So 
glorious was this news that a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host accompanied 
it with a Song of praise. It is through 
Jesus Christ that God's kindness and 
good will are made known to man. 


4. The Shepherds Witnessing (w. 


15-20). They made a prompt investiga- 
tion of the angel's message. 


III. The Child JCBU« Growing (vv. 


40-52). 


Jesus Christ was divine, but Hla 


deity did not interfere with His devel- 
opment as a human being. The proc- 
esses of his physical, mental and spir- 
itual growth were the same as those 
of any normal human being. 


1. Jesus Tarrying Behind at Jerusa- 


lem (vv. 40-43). At the age of twelve 
years a Jewish child took his place as 
a worshiper in the temple, for he was 
considered a "child of the law." Being 
conscious of His mission when His 
mother and Joseph were 
returning 


from attendance at the Passover, Jesus 
tarried behind to enter the temple and 
inquire into the meaning of the ordi- 
nances of God's house. 


2. Jesus Found in the Temple (w. 


44-47). When His mother and Joseph 
bud gone some distance on their jour- 
ney they perceived that Jesus was 
missing and sought for Him among 
their kinsfolk and acquaintances. Not 
finding Him there they returned to 
Jerusalem, where they found Him in 
the temple. (1) He was "sitting" (v. 
4G), showing that He was no passing 
visitor or sightseer. He was perfectly 
at home in His Father's house. 
(2) 


He was "hearing" (v. 46). He was 
hearing the teachers of God's Word. 
This shows that He was eager to learn 
God's will. 
(3) He asked questions 


(v. 40). His growing mind was inquisi- 
tive. It more than received What was 
taught; it inquired after. (4) He an- 
•wered questions (v. 47). His answers 
showed great wisdom, such as to as- 
tonish those who heard Him. Yet we 
should not surmise that He was con- 
sciously displaying His wisdom. 
It 


was not an exhibition of His divine 
wisdom, but the expression of the 
workings of a perfect human mind 
suffused by the Holy Spirit. 


3. Mary's Complaint (vv. 48-50). 


She remonstrated with Him for His 
behavior. 
To this He replied in a 


dignified, yet tender manner. He made 
no apology, showing that He was more 
than the son of Mary. 


4. Jesus'Obedience (v. 51). Though 


He was fully conscious of His divine 
being and mission, He lived a life of 
filial obedience. 


5. Jesus' Development (v. 52). 
(1) 


Mental. 
He "Increased in wisdom." 


(2) Physical. He "Increased In stat- 
ure." 
(3) Spiritual. 
He "increased 


in favor with God and man."

Gold Production In Russia. 


The Russian trade delegation reports 


that Siberia produced during the first 
four months of the present year over 
1<£ poods (30.1 pound per pood) of gold 
according to the Engineering and Min- 
ing Journal-Press of New York. This 
quantity is five times greater than the 
total output for 1921. Gold is worth ap- 
proximately $10,800 per pood so that 
the total value is $172,800 or at an an- 
nual rate of only a little more than 
$500,000. This compares with a pro- 
duction of $22,000,000 In 1916 sine* 
which time the output has fallen stead- 
ily until this slight revival. The gold 
syndicate has succeeded In restarting 
the gold mines at Elisntevir.sk. Alevan- 
drovsk, Ivanovsk and Youthnotaiginsk, 
which will Insure an output of not legs 
than three poods monthly.

one load and saw I was not going to 
make it with the grub I had, so I 
cached everything and went back to 
the ship and slept In Its tall Sunday 
night. 


"I had left my compasa In a cache 
at the mouth of Itamey creek, so I 
started without it. 
I was further o\it 
than I thought. 
I did not picjt up the 
trail and made a lot of unnecessary 
circles, climbing mountains for obser- 
vation. 
It was raining steadily, but I 
had equipped myself with a small can 
of gasoline for starting 
fires. 


"My shoes and feet s\ere giving out 
and I was afraid to lie down to sleep.

Gold Production In Russia. 


The Russian trade delegation reports 
that Siberia produced during the first 
four niontlis of the present year over 
poods (8G.1 pound per pood) of gold 
according to the Engineering and Min- 
ing Journal-Press of New York. 
This 
quantity Is tlve times greater than the 
total output for 1921. Gold is worth ap- 
proximately $10.800 per pood so that 
the total value is $172,800 or at an an- 
nual rate of only a little more than 
$500.000. 
This compares with a pro* 
duction of $22,000.000 in 1916 since 
which time the output has fallen stead- 
ily until this slight revival. 
The gold 
syndicate has succeeded In rcstartlni? 
the gold mines at Ellsatevinsk. Alevan- 
drovBk, Ivanovsk and Youthnotuiginsk, 
which will Insure an output of uot less 
than three poods monthly.
